Building  for  Illinois: 

The  Capital  Development  Board 
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Services.  The  Capital  Development  Board 
provides  technical  or  management  services 
in  three  main  areas: 

•  Development  of  capital  improvement 
programs 

•  Project  design  and  construction 

•  Technical  assistance 

In  program  development,  the  agency  works 
as  a  technical  consultant  to  other  state 
agencies  or  local  governments  on  their 
building  programs.  In  project  design  and 
construction  the  Board  has  a  management 
role,  retaining  private  architects,  engineers 
and  construction  firms  and  monitoring  their 
work  to  see  that  schedules,  cost  limitations 
and  standards  of  quality  are  met.  The  Board 
issues  a  monthly  ‘Newsletter,’  with  a  circulation 
of  more  than  4,000  copies,  to  advise  the 
building  industry  of  .contract  awards  and 
bidding  opportunities  and  dates. 

On  request,  the  Capital  Development  Board 
renders  technical  assistance  without  charge 
to  any  state  agency,  local  government  or 
school  board.  It  also  reviews  and  recommends 
revisions  in  building  and  construction  codes, 
conducts  studies  of  building  costs,  and 
researches  new  building  materials  and 
construction  methods. 

Organization.  Governor  Richard  B.  Ogilvie 
conceived  the  Capital  Development  Board  in 
response  to  new  opportunities  provided  by 
the  Constitution  of  1970  for  funding  and 
developing  state  and  local  public  facilities. 
Eight  separate  agencies  were  abolished  or 
incorporated  into  CDB  when  it  was  created 
by  the  Illinois  Legislature  in  July,  1972  [Public 
Act  77-1995], 

CDB  is  directed  by  a  seven-person  Governing 
Board  whose  members  serve  without  pay. 

The  Board  holds  public  meetings  each  month 
to  establish  agency  policy,  award  contracts, 
and  recommend  the  release  of  bond  funds. 
Members  serve  four-year  terms  and  are 
nominated  by  the  Governor  and  confirmed 
by  the  Senate. 


CDB:  A  Resource  Team 

When  it  was  founded  in  1972,  the  Capital 
Development  Board  embodied  a  new 
approach  to  managing  state-funded  public 
improvements.  It  provided  a  single, 
professionally  qualified  agency  to  guide  the 
development  of  all  State  of  Illinois  investment 
in  land,  buildings,  and  other  physical  facilities 
except  highways  and  airports.  It  brought  to 
local  governments  and  state  agencies  a 
resource  team  of  planning,  design, 
construction  and  finance  management 
specialists. 

CDB  manages,  in  the  taxpayer’s 
interests,  the  expenditure  of  large 
issues  of  state  bonds.  These  include 
authorizations  of  $420  million  for 
elementary  and  secondary  schools 
and  $870  million,  to  date,  for  other 
capital  improvements. 

Projects  developed  by  CDB  include  grade 
schools  and  high  schools,  vocational- 
technical  schools,  community  colleges, 
university  facilities,  hospitals  and  health 
centers,  park  facilities,  flood  control  projects, 
port  facilities,  correctional  centers  and 
historical  restorations. 

Accomplishments.  CDB  builds  for  others.  It 
does  not  initiate  projects:  it  works  for  other 
Illinois  agencies  — and  local  governments  — 
on  projects  which  they  propose,  the  Governor 
approves  and  the  General  Assembly  enacts. 

In  its  first  five  years  in  operation,  the  Capital 
Development  Board: 

•  completed  974  construction  projects 

•  expended  more  than  840  million 
dollars 

•  awarded  more  than  4,000  contracts 
which  provided  employment  for  some 
48.000  workers. 

During  1 977,  CDB  was  at  work  on  projects 
valued  at  more  than  a  billion  dollars.  The 
agency's  expenditure  on  construction 
projects  in  fiscal  1977  was  $237  million  from 
all  sources,  an  amount  exceeded  only  by  the 
federal  government. 


An  Executive  Director  selected  by  the 
Governing  Board  manages  the  agency’s  staff 
of  approximately  250  persons.  The  staff  is 
technical  and  muiti-disciplinary.  It  includes 
specialists  in  finance,  land  acquisition, 
planning,  architecture,  engineering,  construc¬ 
tion,  program  evaluation,  project  management, 
and  building  industry  research. 

The  Capital  Development  Board  is  an 
organization  of  professionals  providing  a 
broad  array  of  planning  and  management 
services.  As  an  indication  of  its  effectiveness, 
CDB’s  operating  budget  is  only  1%  of  the  cost 
of  the  projects  it  manages. 


Projects  and  Clients 

Projects  managed  by  the  Capital  Development 
Board  range  from  high  schools  to  fish 
hatcheries,  from  a  restroom  in  a  state  park 
to  a  500-bed  hospital.  Some  buildings  — state 
offices,  prisons,  parking  garages  — are  for 
state  agencies  serving  statewide  functions. 
Most  buildings  meet  local  needs  of  communi¬ 
ties  all  over  Illinois. 

Local  schools.  In  four  years,  CDB  has 
managed  the  design  and  construction  of 
200  high  schools,  grade  schools,  and 
vocational  centers  costing  more  than  $400 
million.  Sixty  school  facilities  were  in  service 
at  the  end  of  calendar  1976.  Most  of  the 
others  were  well  under  way,  with  89  projects 
scheduled  for  completion  in  calendar  1977, 

42  in  1978,  and  nine  in  1979. 

Higher  Education.  More  than  $33  million 
was  appropriated  for  senior  institutions, 
community  colleges,  and  vocational-technical 
facilities  in  fiscal  1  978.  This  included  $3.6 
million  for  remodeling  and  construction  as 
part  of  the  new  University  of  Illinois  Food  for 
Century  III  agricultural  research  program. 

Community  colleges.  CDB  has  managed 
the  development  of  70  junior  college  and 
community  college  projects  costing  $300 
million.  They  range  from  single  buildings  to 
entire  new  campuses.  Among  the  latter  are 
Harry  S.  Truman  College,  Chicago;  College 
of  Lake  County,  Grayslake;  and  Southeastern 
Illinois  College,  Harrisburg. 


Health  and  living  centers.  For  child  care  and 
mental  and  public  health  purposes  CDB 
expended  more  than  $62  million  during 
1973-76.  Residential  developments  of  non- 
institutional  design  for  persons  with 
developmental  disabilities  were  under  way 
in  1977-78.  Four  of  these  specialized  living 
centers  are  scheduled  for  completion  in 
1978,  in  Swansea,  Addison,  Rockford,  and 
Springfield. 

Parks,  streams  and  landmarks.  Conservation 
and  water  resource  management  expendi¬ 
tures  by  CDB  totaled  $78  million  in  1973-76. 
They  provided  facilities  for  state  parks, 
conservation  areas,  and  historical  restoration 
in  such  places  as  Galena,  Bishop  Hill,  and 
Shawneetown. 

Travel  and  transport.  More  than  $10  million 
was  appropriated  in  fiscal  1977  for  highway- 
related  projects  ranging  from  maintenance 
and  storage  depots  to  rest  stops  along 
interstate  highways.  A  $2.75  million  cargo 
storage  terminal  is  under  construction  at 
Granite  City  and  port  facilities  have  been 
planned  for  Shawneetown. 

Correctional  centers.  Funds  totaling  $19 
million  for  new  or  modernized  facilities  for 
the  Illinois  corrections  system  are  pro¬ 
grammed  for  fiscal  1978  — in  addition  to  $9 
million  in  projects  underway  or  completed. 
The  new  construction  includes  a  number  of 
small  fifty-man  dormitories  which  can  be 
erected  quickly  to  relieve  overcrowding  at 
Stateville,  Pontiac  and  elsewhere.  They  are 
scheduled  for  completion  in  the  fall  of  1978. 

Illinois  State  Capitol  area.  Funds  were 
approved  for  fiscal  1978  for  construction  of  a 
$6.1  million  computer  facility  for  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Administrative  Services  — part 
of  a  long-term  plan  issued  by  CDB  for 
development  of  the  governmental  complex 
around  the  State  Capitol.  Also  approved 
were  funds  for  plans  and  specifications  for  a 
new  electrical  system  for  the  Capitol  Complex. 
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Free-form  partitions  at 
Aurora  High  School  offer 
flexibility  in  the  use  of 
available  space. 

The  new  500-bed  replace¬ 
ment  hospital  on  the 
University  of  Illinois 
Medical  Center  campus  in 
Chicago.  The  $60  million 
facility  is  CDB’s  largest 
project  to  date.
